tfic potorr and duty of Taxation for local 
purposes of a public nature in Ireland would, if vested in 
well-constituted local Bodies therein, tend greatly to its improve- 
ment, and to the relief of the Grand Juries appointed for further- 
5 ance of its Criminal Justice; it tgcrtfow CttflCttS, by The 
KING’S most Excellent Majesty, by and with the Advice and 
Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this 
present Parliament assembled, and by the Authority of the same, 
THAT every Irish County shall have power at discretion to tax 
10 Property therein, as hereinafter directed, for local public purposes; 
and the power and duty of Taxation for such purposes shall, without 
interfering with existing local Authorities for lighting, watching, 
cleansing or paving, or for widening streets or supplying water, be 
. exclusively vested in a County Board, when constituted under this 
15 Act: To which end, 1 !
